Undergraduate Assaulted, 
Constable On College Pro- 
pcrly Draws Gun 

In rather hllarlona siilrlLi after 
the v.iiory a', tho I''orum. .M'flll 
students terminated a triumphant 
march down .St. Catherine atrect 
"hen th'^y k'tpI north up Univer- 
sity lo Sherbrooke where a alight 
altercation botwccn undergrad- 
uatca and motorcycle policemen oc- 
curred aflor what- appeared to bo 
a mlsundorstandlng of motives by 
both parties.' On Sherbrooke, just 
outside the new wing of K.V'.C., a 
iMcOill student was struck on tho 
Jaw by a policeman ^/do inter- 
vened when it r.cemed that a 
brotlicr-i.onstabln was having diffi- 
culty. The student, who la in 
Knginecring, waji knocked lo tho 
sidewalk but not injured. 

Tlie cro'Ad on Hborbrool»'; street 
broke up and di.iperscd in .smail 
groups towards tho campiia, crosa- 
inj University and drifting onto 
tho McGill property back of the 
i.'on.icrvatorium ot .Mu.sic "here 
tliey wero followed by the mo'.or- 
cyclo policemen who msrsteJ on 
further dlsper.";al. One of the of- 
ficers of the law went so far as to 
dr.iw his gun on the students in 
his insistence that the crowd 
break up. 
Previously, a sol:d bioc of students, 
numbering about -100, had paraded 
down St. Catherine singing McGiU 
■ongs. A. motorcycle police squad 
sirencd down on them a little past 
Guy street and followed them along 
the mam street. Invading Lce'Vs 
Theatre, the students climbed on 
Uie stage where the theatro man- 
agement gave them a free band. 
Order was maintained and most of 
the students left immediately. The 
students continued their parade 
5lown St. Catherine, turning up 
University and then along Ontario 
to the Auditorium which had been 
blockaded by police who . arrived 
ahead ot the crowd. Thus frus- 
trated the students continued on 
to Bleury and down to St. Cather- 
ine. Then west of St. Alexander 
where tho crow.l w.is brukcn Into 
I «Cl by clever police strategy, 
breaking tho r.mks in tho middle 
And forcing th<s flanks in opposite 
directions. Fart of the two halves 
joined again and wended their way 
to ^hcrt rooke M\l Cniversity where 
about fiftj students remaining, the 
difficulty with tho polleo occurred.

He seemed unwittingly to nut his whole energies into 
them, and musicians ovcrj-where agree today thai 
they are masterpieces. Poor Sullivan! Hia great 
amliition in life was to bo renowned n« a "aertous" 
composer. He yearned for the acclaim that he felt 
was due to his cantatAS and oratorios yet hit càcred 
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come to college". For il isn'L for knowledge 
that we come to college, once we realize 
■why we come at all. The flutter of ideas 
circling in the heads of undergraduates can 
he disposed of cryptically as "KoUege 
Knowledge" : vith the winter's snows those 
ideas will flow into the stream of forget- 
fulness.

force thai works for those ends that bring 
about critical indi\iduals, the only real 
democratic ideal. It is not the inspection 
of the syHcm thai counts, upon which col- 
leges unfortunately insist with dogged de- 
termination, but the consciouEness in the 
dark night of ourselves of a humming in 
the heavenly wires, a contact subtle but 
pe;-feptib]t with the unity of the world 
and the tremendous yet delicate vitalitj' 
of culture, all that man carries in his head 
and hi.s heart to the last reaches of the 
s;.ar.s. that means we are educated in the 
irue.'Jl and final sense. The gambol of edu- 
cation today becomes a nice game plaj'ed by 
Uic Scale, -i-cry oft,cn with a power-house 
of propagandic tools, against the people;

A few men, 
a whole college of men, do no harm if they 
allow their minds to drift into the dol- 
drums of thfe commonplace; but the vast 
impetus of one or two cultured men sweeps 
generations before them. On the one hand, 
the carele.s.s immaturity of college men 
.speaks dolefully for the existence of in.sti- 
tutions of learning; but on the other hand 
ih<: (il'i'.irlp of liit .small minority are per- 
haps ado(]uaie recompense. The idle lives 
of undergraduates are recognized all too 
well by themselves; they admit they are 
busy t.oiistHii'I.\-. tiK-y admit they are not ■ 
accoinpli-shing wnai ttiey want to and 
should. True, dissatisfaction is a healthy . 
virtue, and tiie college iitudent show.': up 
well again.st tlic sloth of tiie avougc citi- j 
iien. But these things are facts; and facts j 
can bp changed, tht univer.sf; altered. The 
chance of a college education should drive 
more undergraduates towards more def- 
inite goals; it seems in.stead to drive a 
large number of them to drink.

"the music of Mr. Arthur Sulliran (i.e. the oporaa) 
^^■oald tc replaced by music more worthy of Sir Ar- 
thur Sullivan". That woman has a lot to answer 
tor. 

Ollbert didn't enjoy the collaboration or its farna 
anj-more than Sullivan did. When someone asked 
If he didn't tblBk that his' house was a monument to 
his genius as being built with the money he re- 
ceived from his operas ho replied, "Certainly not. 
Jt is rather a monumeni to the foliy of the British 
public"." The caustic crusty old cynic would rather 
have been famed for his forensic ability titan for the 
inciclve wit that sparkles in ever}' line of the plays, 

Gilbert a.nd Sullivan are once more in box-office 
favour. Indeed they are more in favour with the 
public than ever before. When they were first per- 
formed the operas each ran for over a year, which 
was something of a record for those dajs, but tlielr 
present runs, while not an large from r. chronological 
point CÎ view, are .nfmltely more productivt from a 
financial point of view. It is calculated that the 
proseot New York run 6f the D'Oyley Carte company 
is grossing a fair 7:^5,000 per week, and that out of 
thle year's American tour there will be a. net profit 
of some S^'M.WJ. Many a modern mueical-conitdy 
entrepreneur might envy euch a succulent sum. 

For anyone %vho is interested in the subject of 
thle oll-and-water mixture that turned out a perfect 
blend I would recommend an ailicle in the Kcbruiiry 
issue of the maguzine "Fortune". Jt is informative 
•and intcrcstlDfc' and contains a number of references 
to ottier works on Uie «ubjcci.

The S.l'.M. has just launched another of Its 
financial campaigns lo support Ur.^ Bclliune's hum- 
anitarian ambulance in Spain,' Wo have a jfreat 
respect for Dr. Bethuno, but wo disapprove wholly 
of the principle of his rush to the aid of the un- 
fortunate Spaniards. -Tho Spanlard<i lia\o t;o'- Ihero- 
selvinf into this fix, let ihcm set themselves out. If 
they suffer, lei their sufforliis bo an objoci lesson 
to those benighted idlota who still .loem imnkcrlne 
for war. Waking their fighting' coaler for them isn't 
going to make tho war end any sooner.
